Province of Munſter to the value of 200! per annum, beſides their perſonall c- 
tates,amounting to the value of gool and upward,as is well knowne by the at- 
reſtation of many Honourable perſonages and Gentlemen of qualitic , through 
which diſaſters they are brought by the providence of God to utter miſery,no 
way able to ſubſiſt, having a great charge of children in a miferzble condition. 
But petitioning to the late Parliament for redreſſe could yet procure little or no 
reliefe. 

In tender conſideration whereof, we whoſe names are ſubſcribed dorequeſt 
the Venerable Clergie to publiſh this their ſad condition to their reſpeQtive 
Congregations,and to animate the hearts of their people { under God ) tothis 
moſt pious worke,verily beleiving that they are fit objzRs of a generall com- 

aſhon, 
VVealſo defirethe aſſiſtance of all Conſtables, Church- wardens,and other 
Officers whatſoever to be ſo ingenious as to afford them neceſſary accommoda- 
tion fit for travell and repoſe to people of their ranke and qualitie, allowing 
them competent lodging in due time to avoid the danger of the law , defiring 
all Officers now under ,his Highneſſe theLord ProteRor to ſuffer them to paſle 
without nioleſtation,and ſo to repaireto J7relapd within cight months and no 


longer, Dated at Weſtminſter Febrnary 23. 1653.
